The  Rev.  (Jims.  1L  Yatman  was 
then  introduced.

He  spoke  p&rticu 
Inly  of  the  truiuing  of  individuals 
for  their  work  by  getting  right  them¬ 
selves.  He  wus  more  and  mere  per. 
au aded  that  individual  life  should  be 
right  if  ths  work  id  io  aid  go  an.  He 
spoke  of  the  met  b&ui.sm  of  a  watch 
which  the  oiuailest  spick  of  diit 
would  stop,  while  the  old  horst- rake 
on  the  farm  would  dp  some  work, 
even  with  a  tooth  or  two  offt.  The 
f\eod  at  Urn  present  thus  was  that 
t tie  indivklubhi  shoukl  d>«  right,  b<» 
ihsi  n  grestei work  might  bo  aocom- 
-  pliaheil.  He  asked  his  hearers  as  iu 
Ivuluats  to  show  forth  the  life  of 
list  Christians  full  of  light  from 
the  sun  of  righteousness  could  make 
this  old  world  to  blossom  4s  a  rose. 
Eudeavorers  should  be  evangelizing 
agencies  all,  the  time.  Individuals 
could  reach  where  societies  oould  not. 
They  go  wluro  preachers  mmI  minis, 
ters  eon  act  go.  Yoa  tm  individual*,  he 
said,  eotae  in  contact  with  the  wicked 
all  the  lime.  There  are  men  you  can 
entch  by  getting  them  full  of  good 
things,  the  stomach  being  often  the 
royal  road  to  the  heart.  I  found  a 
young  mas  at  one  of  these  feasts  and 
asked  him  what  kind  of  meetings  he 
liked  l>est.  He  said,  “Well,  I  like 
meetings  where  there  is  not  too  much 
parson.”  We  need  sermons — aer 
mons  on  legs  that  move.  The  god 
less  people  want  to  know  what  kind 
of  goods  we  hAve  to  offer  and 
straight  goods  are  always  in  demand. 

We  want  sarmeuu  of  sunshine — not 
with  faces  drawn  out  as  long  as  a 
yard  stick*  and  as  if  you  had  been 
brought  up  ou  vinegar,  but  showing 
a  life  of  sunshine.  I  own  remember 
before  I  was  Converted  a  fellow  came 
to  mo  and  asked  me  if  I  didn’t  want 
tuJuva  Jseua.  I  knew  h»  told  bee 
and  did  not  pay  his  bills,  so  that  I 
had  all  1  oould  do  to  keep  from 
swearing.  Be  sure  and  keep  your 
individual  life  right.  A  young  man 
who  thought  that  all  man  were  some¬ 
what  crooked  visited  s  farm  owned  by 
old  deacon.  Tho  young  man  re- 
ia  tiked  upon  the  conveniences  of  the 
farm,  his  stock  of  qatUi  and  geod 
com  a  ,  and  that  there-  was  such  good 
water  handy.  The  Deaoon  said : 
“Young  man,  I  want  to  say  to  you 


keep  her  mouth  shut.  Iiet  those  you 
oorne  in  contact  with  know  you  have 
communed  with  God  and  you  can  do 
good.  Filled  with  his  spirit,  you 
can  walk  down  the  street  and  into 
the  factory  doing  the  evangelizing  os 
yon  go.

There  are  human  hearts  in  this  bouse 
that  if  we  could  harness  together  and 
unite  in  faith,  what  power  we  would 
possess!  Live  so  near  to  by  the 
word  and  holy  spirit,  that  you  can  go 
out  and, tell  of  the  dyiug  Saviour 
There  urs  those  who  dress  well  and 
those  who  dress  poorly  all  longing 
for  a  Saviour.  I  wish  we  could  have 
the  sturdy  faith  w  hich  would  bring 
back  the  supernatural  again.  In  his 
closing  remarks  he  told"  a  very  touch 
mg  story  of  a  drunkard  who  had  been 
told  that  Jesus  Christ  could  save 
him,  who  on  his  bended  knees  prayed 
and  was  saved.  He  told  of  the  temp 
tstions  the  saloon  keeper  put  id  this 
man's  way  and  how  God  had  watched 
over  him,  told  of  his  almost  falling  s’ 
snare  to  ths  tempter  und  4  friendly 
hand  just  in  the  uiok  of  time  saved

workers  and  cheating  consumers.  If 
charity  would  right  all  the  wrongs  of 
which  the  people  complain,  tbe  millen¬ 
nium  would  come  tomorrow,  for  char¬ 
itable  institutions,  organizations  and  so¬ 
cieties  abound  everywhere 

Charity  is  the  panacea  to  which  every 
successful  business  man  flies  when 
attacked  with  qualms  of  conscience 
brought  on  by  too  great  indulgence  in  du 
bious  transactions;  It  is  the  quietus  with 
which  good  men  stifle  their  own  intui¬ 
tive  longings  after  justice!  the  last  re¬ 
sort  of  ladies  wearied  with  too  much 
pleasure  seeking.  Yet  these  people  are 
often  startled  at  the  inadequacy  of  their 
pet  virtue.  Working- people  will  have 
none  of  it;  trades  anions  conduct  their 
own  charities  on  a  mutualistic  plan  and 
do  not  ask  for  it  outside;  speakers  ami 
leaders  in  economics  disdain  chanty — 
will  not  consider  it  in  the  discussion  of 
•ocial  and  industrial  subjects;  suffering 
does  not  seem  to  be  lessened,  and  the 
murmurings  of  the  discontented  are  uot 
stilled  by  it. 

*  Yet  under  tbe  present  order  of  affairs 
there  are  always  thoee  in  ti?;ent  need 
of  immediate  aid.  They  cannot  wait 
for  society  to  adjust  itself  to  better  con¬ 
ditions,  and  humanity  cannot  afford  to 
let  such  perish. 

I  hod  occasion  recently  on  behalf  of  a 
,thy  person  to  test  the  efficacy  of  the 
ties  of  Chicago,  and  the  experience 
Vi  need  me  that  if  one  were  in  desper¬ 
ate  straits  here  in  this  city  of  organized 
charities  he  might  die  before  enough 
red  tape  could  be  unwound  to  save  him. 

There  are,  for  instance,  five  “homes" 
for  old  people  w  ithin  the  city  limits.  An 
application  made  to  each  of  these  insti¬ 
tutions  elicited  the  information  that  “th# 
place  was  full — there  was  no  possible 
room  to  receive  another  applicant. 
Subsequent  inquiry  proved  that  persona 
were  being  admitted  where  the  parties 
hod  influential  friends  to  interest  them¬ 
selves  on  their  behalf.  “Influence"  is  os 

effective  In  .tbi*  instance  os  in-aliaoef 
everything  else.  ^ 

But  tbe  “charity”  that  for  compi»Jfent 
t  elfish  ness  and  oiuinent  “cheek"  exceed » 
anything  outdde  a  Chicago  word  politi¬ 
cian  is  the  Old  People's  home,  formerly 
the  Old  Ladies'  home,  which  wob  found¬ 
ed  on  the  surplus  money  ih  the  hands  of 
the  Relief  and  Aid  society  after  the 
great  fire.  The  annual  report  tells  its 
own  story. 

About  twenty-five  or  thirty  of  the 
wealthiest  men  and  women  of  the  city 
are  members  of  the  association. 

A  collector  who  spends  all  his  title 
soliciting  donations  is  paid  $900  a  ye  r. 
He  collected  last  year  in  cash  over  $2$.- 
000.  The  matron  receives  a  salary  bf 
#1,000  a  year;  the  secretary  is  also  w  ill 
paid,  and  there  are  other  officials  w  m 
receive  handsome  perquisites.  The  o- 
ciety  has  inouey  invested  in  railrc  d 
bonds,  government  bonds,  street  n  1 
way  stock  and  manufacturing  stock  to 
such  on  amount  that  the  yearly  inter  ut 
is  several  thousand.  Besides  large  6u:  is 
are  “invested”  in  the  various  banks  n 
which  the  members  are  interested. 

Occasionally  a  rich  man  dies  and  ea  is 
his  pathway  out  of  the  world  by '  s- 
qneathing  a  large  portion  of  his  forte  e 
to  the  already  enormous  sum  that  1  e 
managers  have  in  their'  possession.

Charity  never  con  at  its  beet  do  the 
work  of  justice.  All  palliative  measures 
must  be  but  bungling  attempts  at  a 
proper  adjustment  of  human  relations, 
so  long  as  labor  does  not  receive  an 
equivalent  for  its  productions  and  the 
natural  elements  of  earth  are  locked 
away  from  man  s  «se.  But  at  least  one 
could  try  to  use  common  sense  in  alms¬ 
giving  as  ia  other  affairs  of  life. 

If  yon  have  $10,000  to  give  away,  do 
not  put  it  In  the  hands  of  an  organized 
charitable  Institution  with  expensive  of¬ 
ficers,  {matrons,  solicitors,  etc.,  to  be 
paid  from  the  fnuds.  Rather  look  about 
—surely  one  would  take  the  trouble  to 
do  this  if  one  wer#  seeking  a  paying  in¬ 
vestment.  You  will  soon  see  places 
where  a  little  mooey  will  revive  hope  in 
a  despairing  breast,  start  a  fallen  tu.-m 
on  the  upward  path,  save  the  sick,  re¬ 
claim  the  erring,  relieve  actual  waftt 
and  suffering.  When  you  waut  anything 
done  well,  you  kn<4tv,  you  do  it  your¬ 
self.  Meanwhile  work  and  hope  for  the 
time  when  justice  will  make  charity  un¬ 
necessary.

Steps  are  being  taken  by  the  Austrian 
government  looking  to  the  institution  of 
workmen's  permanent  committees  for 
the  purpose  of  guarding  the  moral  and 
material  interests  of  the  working  people. 
These  committees  are  to  consist  of  mem¬ 
bers  elected  by  the  workers  themselves, 
and  they  will  have  authority  to  settle 
questions  of  wages  and  conditions  of 
employment  as  well  as  a  voice  in  the 
disposition  of  funds  for  pensions,  sick¬ 
ness  and  accident  Employers  claim  to 
favor  optional  committees,  bat  they  dis¬ 
approve  of  the  idea  of  having  the  govern¬ 
ment  back  them.  However,  the  plan 
of  the  government  will  probably  be 
adopted. 

The  condition  of  labor  in  Austria 
very  bad,  and  there  is  much  suffering 
among  the  poor.
